Some- 
times the patients complain that the 
cinnamon mates them feel sick, but 
there is gccd reason to believe that in 
such cases the feeling of nausea arises 
from the influence of the grip on the 
alimentary canal, auu nc~ from 
the

the treatment has been persistently 
continued the nausea has ceased.
